Fra n k s with 
a s few qualms as he approached the 
idea of w hether or not to eat pie for 
dinner. 
Dr. Healy declared th a t as a result 
o t his examination of Leopold he bad 
reached the conclusion th a t the pa 
tient was thoroughly 
unbalanced rn 
his mental life 
“T h e m u rd er of Rob­ 
e rt 
Franks," 
Dr. 
Healy 
said, "was 
caused by Leopold s diseased motiva 
tion.” 
T h ese conclusions, the witness t e s ­ 
tified, were based on Leopold a abuur 
mal 
‘p h a n ta s y ” lite, his 
disillusion 
meats, his subordinated emotional de­ 
velopment, bis d e n i lorated judgm ent, 
his abnormal urge toward m ental ae 
levities and bis disu nlo g ra le d person 
Ality. 
Dr. Healy read a letter which Leo 
pold had written lo Loeb while trav 
ellug lo New York n o m Chicago on 
a 
last train 
In tuts letter, winch 
dealt 
largely 
with a tte m p ts of the 
two youths to patch up a break in 
their friendship, Leopold told of his 
■conception ot the 
superman. 
T he superm an, according to Leo 
pold, was a man w ho could com m it no 
crim e, a m an to whom laws could not 
be applied. 
T he only crime tho supei 
mail can 
commit, 
ho 
said, 
was 
to 
m a k e an intellectual mistake 
Dr. Healy said he had bt -rn engaged 
by tho defense iii this case for the 
p ST pose of studying 
young 
Leopold 
and Loeb, aipl that he had conducted 
thorough examinations. 
W itness said 
he bad studied th e m ental history of 
the boys, the l'amil} In.'tories, put the 
boys through 
exhaustive 
psycholog­ 
ical tests and hail studied d a ta on 
th eir 'emotional lives. 
Healy 
testified 
that 
cheating 
at 
bridge was tho s ta it of the criminal 
p a rtn e rsh ip of Lot I) and Leopold An 
Cither delinquency in which th e two 
boys participated 
was heavy drink 
lug, the witness dei dared. 
For young Loeb, his criminalistic 
te n d e n c ie s started long before he m et 
Leopold, Dr. Healy said. 
"W h en he 
was only I years old be took up the 
practice of stealing w hatever lie could 
lay bls hands on. Ho crawled through 
windows of neighboring houses and 
stole such things as expensive vases 
—things lie could not use, but which 
he stole just for tho satistaction of 
being able to get away with It 
ll® 
also stole many articles from stores 
and shops about tho city.” 
Touching on the m a tte r of the a s ­ 
sociation of th e boys, Dr. I le a l' said 
th a t criminalistic 
activities 
started 
with 
an incrediiably absurd childish 
c o m p a c t ” 
Loeb, ho 
said, received 
from this association someone to help 
to t a r r y out those criminalistic iuiu#; 
inations and 
ideas 
Leopold's asso­ 
ciation was the direct cause of his 
childish com pact 
Leopold, tho doc­ 
to r said, showed re m a rk a b le intellec­ 
tual capacities in a series of stan d ard

Direct From Heat 
To 
obtain 
electricity 
direct 
from 
heat is a dream that is likely at some 
time to he realized, 
At present there 
are numerous methods of obtaining 
heat but the power obtainable is very 
minute. 
However, a method has been 
devised which employs two insulated 
carbon rods heated in an electric fur­ 
nace or oxy-acetylene flame, In a new 
way. 
Tile two carbons are kept sepa­ 
rated at one end, but the other ends 
are connected through a current meas­ 
uring instrument. 
When one of the 
carbons is suddenly displaced a cur­ 
rent of several amperes will flow. 
By 
displacing one of the carbons period­ 
ically an alternating current can be 
generated. 
When a slight voltage is applied to 
the carbons the current increases to 
more than ten amperes at about 4,10 
degrees Fahrenheit.

Apart from being a fascinat­ 
ing occupation, says the Manchester 
Guardian, It is one that presupposes 
no 
particular 
aptitude

j drawing or painting on the part of the 
am ateur; yet If she possesses patience 
it offers an opportunity of raising her 
handiwork to the level of a fine art. 
It is possible at the outset to buy 
from any large shop at a reasonable 
cost 
boxes 
containing 
a 
complete 
equipment 
for 
this 
work, 
but 
the 
novice, for a time at least, can dis­ 
pense with about half of them. 
When choosing materials It is well 
to note that whilst all plain light-col­ 
ored stuffs are possible victims for the 
dye-pot, until she regards herself as 
Initiated the novice should confine her- 
s If to crepe de chine—not, of course, 
buying new materials for her experi­ 
ments, 
but 
using old 
blouses 
and 
faded odds and ends, 
next step is velvet and chiffon, at the 
end of which time she will have suffi­ 
ciently mastered the art to experiment 
where she chooses. 
Transferring Is the initial and, per­ 
haps, the most crucial step, and one, 
moreover, in which a pencil is never 
used. 
If transferring from a rug, tap­ 
estry, or similar article, place five 
thicknesses of material under the de­ 
sign to he traced, then place linen 
tracing paper over the design and 
fasten it with drawing pins. 
Now per­ 
forate the outline of the pattern on 
the tracing paper, using a needle and j 
keeping the holes very close together. 
Transfer this tracery to the fabric, ; 
pressing all the wrinkles out and ob­ 
taining a perfectly smooth surface; j 
fasten It too firmly to allow of any j 
slipping. 
Next take an old powder j 
puff, fill it with powdered charcoal and j 
pat the pattern carefully until every j 
single perforation has been filled. 
Ue- 
move the transfer from the material 
very delicately, taking special pains ! 
not to blur the design. 
Next comes outlining the design in 
wax, which is most exciting. 
Prepare 
wax by melting it in n small aluminum I 
pan; this will be ready for use when 
in a slightly smoky condition. 
The 
wax must be kept constantly smoking 
or it will be difficult to handle and will 
not resist the dye. 
Use a small light 
that will retain the tem perature of the 
wax without letting it get on fire. 
Have 
the 
wax 
the 
consistency 
of 
melted butter that will run freely from 
tin* brush when applied. Dip the brush 
lightly Info the side of the pan, pat it 
against the side until it points when 
it is ready for outlining. 
To obtain 
the batik effect—that hair-like, cob- 
webby suggestion that spreads like a 
design over the surface—this waxed 
surface must be cracked; therefore 
place the article in a bath of clear 
cold water. 
If a heavy crackle Is de­ 
sired, crumple the material and crush 
it gently with the bends. 
Now 
follows 
the 
dyeing 
proper. 
Three kinds of dyes cun be used in 
batik : aniline or basic dye, acid, or the 
familiar household dye, which Is most 
^lilted for the novice.
